We feel safe in saying that these 
seven make the best group of two- 
year-old bulls that have ever appeared 
336 in the same ring together. If only 
Baker Farms were to be on hand with 
Brookholm Inka 27th, R. A. Profitt of 
87 Prince Edward Island with Kerk Ro- 
charm, and M. L. McCarthy of New 
Brunswick with Lonsdale Sir Inka 
Abbekerk, we would have the season’s 
picture about complete in this class. 

In the senior yearling bulls, the Elm- 
wood entry, King Bessie Korndyke 
Ormsby and Silver Glen’s entry, Sir 
Billy Jennie De Kol, will renew a 
battle that has gone both ways this

ciate, Professor J. B. Fitch, of Kansas, 

to study over. As an illustration of this situation, we will 
review briefly some of the more prominent winners that 
have been entered for competition here. 

In the aged bull class. Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld 
has already met most of the contenders that will stack up 
against him at St. Louis, and stands an excellent chance 
of going through to his fifth consecutive National grand 
championship. Kishie Ormsby Mercedes Lad, grand cham- 
pion at Ohio and Michigan for Arbu Farm & Kennels of 
Michigan, and Hoesly Sarcastic Joe Homestead, the Ooster- 
huis entry, are two that have placed second to Sir Fobes 
ai important shows this year, while Forum Diamond De- 
signer and Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby Lad usually find a 
place near the top in any line-up. 

Among the three-year-old bulls, Sir Hengerveld Per- 
sistency (Red Rose Farm) and the Wisconsin State Insti- 
tutions bulls, Sir Ollie Korndyke Ormsby Johanna and 
Netherland Johanna Sir Ollie, will renew a battle that 
dates back to their two-year-old form last year. Too bad 
that Hurlwood Sir Canary Walker, last year’s Reserve 
All-American two-year-old, who has been undefeated in 
the three-year-old class this season, is not to be present 
to join the issue with these other leading contenders. 

As has been intimated previously, the two-year-old bull 
class will be a real battle ground. The Griffith entry. 
Mount Riga Sir Piebe Segis Paul, a massive fellow that 
was Reserve All-American winner as a calf two years ago, 
has made the most impressive season’s record, being un- 
defeated in class and likewise undefeated for grand cham- 
pionship honors up to the time of this writing. Man O’ 
War 30th, the lone entry of William Schmidt’s Sons of 
Minnesota, placed under the Mount Riga entry at Iowa 
with Hansen judging, but he was good enough to be grand 
champion at Minnesota and is reported to be coming along 
very fast as the season progresses, so that the results at 
St. Louis may not be entirely a foregone conclusion. 
Pevely Inka Matador (Carnation Inka Matador) last year’s 
All-American senior yearling, is another to be reckoned 
with in this class from the Pevely Dairy Company. The 





year under’ different judges, while 
Dunloggin is expected to spring a dark 
horse in Laird of Dunloggin, the outstanding young bull 
purchased from the C. P. R. Supply Farm of Alberta last 
fall. Neither of the first two bulls mentioned have been 
beaten this season except by the other. 

In the junior yearling bull class, chief interest perhaps 
will center in the Mount Riga entry, Mt. Riga Sir Hazel, 
who has been an undefeated junior champion thus far 
around the circuit. Wisconsion Board of Control, Chap- 
man Farms, Iowana and Hargrove & Arnold will all bring 
in contenders that have done well this season. 

Among the bull calves, King Bessie Ormsby Piebe, 
Elmwood’s outstanding son of King Bessie Ormsby Piet- 
ertje, will attempt to turn the tables on the only calf that 
has beaten him this year, Wisconsin Mendota Grand Pat- 
tern, Professor Kildee’s choice for the blue at Wisconsin. 
Carnation Supreme, Griffith entry, has likewise made a 
fine showing in this class, as has the Maytag entry, Prince 
Ormsby Aaggie Homestead. Lakefiield Farms of Michigan 
have a lone entry which we assume is their young son of 
Count Veeman Piebe Segis 19th that was junior champion 
at Michigan this year. The reports from Michigan State 
Fair would indicate that he might cause the rest of them 
some trouble in this class. 

Last year’s National presented a wonderful line-up of 
aged cows and the same situation is promised for this 
year’s show. Bloodwood Johanna Jewel, the Dunloggin 
entry, fresh from her winning of grand championship 
honors at Eastern States and Maryland, will be a center 
of attraction, although much will depend upon the way she 
goes through the ordeal of freshening in the meantime. 
She will have to beat last year’s National grand champion 
and Reserve All-American, Johanna Pietertje Artis Cream- 
elle, who is this year carrying the Firestone colors with 
considerable success. Miss Lassie Ormsby, the Mount 
Riga star and a former All-American winner in the three- 
year-old class, has not yet been set down as a grand 
champion at the state fair shows. The Silver Glen entry, 
Milford Pontiac Ormsby, calving in the heat at Virginia, 
was sent home in the hope of rounding into form for this 
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show. She has been undefeated Grand Champion at four 
major shows. M. B. Ormsby Wayne, the Maytag cow, is 
always a contender, and the Arbu entry, Colantha Mutual 
Fobes, is one that always gets better as she approaches 
freshening time. There will be few cows in the ring with 
more character than this one. 


The four-year-old class will present an interesting con- 
test among which the more prominent contenders are Win- 
terthur Best Jo Gril, Dunloggin’s Eastern States winner; 
Changeling Burke De Kol, J. B. Jones’ Michigan grand 
champion; Lady Heilo Gem, a consistent winner for 
Iowana; Amelia Fayne Heilo, a Silver Glen entry that has 
topped her class quite consistently, and Faith Pontiac 
Ormsby Hengerveld, Elmwood’s Wisconsin winner. 


Among the three-year-olds, Netherland Belle Home- 
stead has continued her unbroken string of winnings 
through the season, a string that started back in her 
yearling form and which has perhaps not been equalled 
by any female of the breed of her age. She is the star 
of the Fredmar string this year. Mountain Ash Colantha 
Ormsby, of Arbu Farm, who has been Reserve All-Amer- 
ican winner under Netherland Belle Homestead each of 
the past two years, will again be in competition, as well 
as Holwis Beauty, the other of the trio of outstanding two- 
year-olds of last year, now carrying the Dunloggin colors. 
The Wisconsin Institution entry, Korndyke Bess Piebe 
Alice, winner at Eastern States, New York, etc., will be 
another that must be reckoned with in this class. J. D. 
Bacon, Iowana Farms, and Charles Bump likewise have 
entries that have done very well at the earlier shows. 

The two-year-old heifer class will be interesting, al- 
though perhaps not as outstanding as the great line-up 
of last year. Strathmore Ruby Matchless, winner at East- 
ern States for Dunloggin, representing 1,600 lbs. of real 
Holstein quality, will give any of them a battle. The 
Griffith entry, Empire Lassie Ormsby Maid, maternal sis- 
ter of Miss Lassie Ormsby, has made a great record like- 
wise, while no entry can be assured of a walk-a-way when 
such heifers as Dell Lyons Johanna Korndyke, the Elm- 
wood entry, Miss Sunny Pansy of Hargrove & Arnold, and 
the Wisconsin Board of Control pair, Branline Johanna 
Ollie and Colantha Belle Bess Homestead, are in the 
competition. 

Among the senior yearlings, last year’s Reserve calf, 
Bessie Diamond Coquette, Elmwood’s daughter of King 
Bessie, has been undefeated junior champion. Her only 
conqueror of last year, Pevely Rose Segis Creator, the All- 
American heifer calf of 1929, will meet her here again for 
the first time of the season in senior yearling form, and 
that looks like one of the interesting battles of the show. 
The latter has also been undefeated in the two shows she 
has made, although she has had to divide junior champion- 
ship honors with her younger sister from the Pevely Dairy 
herd. There will be a lot of other good heifers in this 
class likewise, including Agnes Lothian Pontiac, Fredmar 
Farms’ Minnesota winner; the Stewart entries, Miss Tri- 
tomia Rose Marie and Miss Tritomia Mary Lou; Chas. 
Bump’s New York junior champion, Lauderdale Sadie 
Model, and many other good ones. 


Among the junior yearlings, Merrygold Fobes Queen 
Ormsby, the lone entry of Elmer Frazier, was good enough 
to win at Illinois and Ohio and elsewhere, and at one time 
or another has beaten most of her contenders here except 
J. D. Bacon’s consistent winner, Bacon Daisy Girl, this 
show being the first meeting of these two heifers. May- 
tag’s Minnesota winner, Aaggie Mercedes Piebe 5th: the 
Chapman entry, L-JaiCee Inka Piebe Lady; Silver Glen’s 
Prairie Maid Johanna Prilly, winner at Eastern States; 
the Elmwood Wisconsin winner, Faith Ludwig Blanche, 
and others will help make this class interesting. 


The heifer calf class will probably provide another 
battle between King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje and his 
brother, Goldenrod Segis De Kol Ormsby, as was the case 
last year when Bessie Diamond Coquette and Pevely Rose 
Segis Creator came together in the calf class. This year 
perhaps the two leading contenders in the calf section 
are Bessie Ormsby Eileen, another daughter of King Bes- 
sie, and Pevely Prospect Matador Creator, a young daugh- 
ter of the Goldenrod bull. who also has a second daughter, 
Pevely Johanna Bonheur Goldenrod, practically in the 
same class with her sister. Bessie Ormsby Eileen has 
been undefeated thus far, her winnings including Illinois 
and Wisconsin state fairs, Central States Exposition at 
Aurora, Brockton Fair and Eastern States Exposition. 
Pevely Prospect Matador Creator has won both of her 
starts at Missouri and Iowa state fairs, being junior cham- 
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pion at the latter show over her older sister, Pevely Rose 
Segis Creator, last year’s All-American calf, although 
Judge Hansen placed the championship the other way the 
week before at Missouri, illustrating how close the contest 
was. Wisconsin State Institutions will have their Ohio 
junior champion, Wisconsin Flossie Tritomia; their New 
York winner, Wisconsin Pinky Tritomia. Milford 
Meadows will be represented by Milford Count Pansy 
Sophie, their winner at Minnesota. These include only a 
few of the more prominent entries in what doubtless will 
be a sensational line-up of youngsters. 

In the groups, one of the most interesting battles will 
occur in the Produce of Dam class when the Arbu and 
Griffith entries come together in their first meeting of the 
year. Neither has been seriously challenged as yet. The 
Arbu group consists of Mountain Ash Colantha Ormsby 
and her older sister, Colantha Mutual Fobes, while the 
Griffith pair is made up of Miss Lassie Ormsby, unde- 
feated grand champion at the state fair shows, and her 
two-year-old sister, Empire Lassie Maid Ormsby. Wis- 
consin will bring out some hot competition in this class 
also in the Pabst entry from Lady Boerinhurst Pontiac: 
the Oosterhuis entry from Excetter De Kol Lyons, and the 
Jefferson County Asylum pair from Johanna Wayne Rue. 
Charles Bump, New York’s outstanding calf club boy, will 
also have a contending pair here which won at New York 
State Fair. In the Get of Sire class, judging from the sea- 
son thus far, it will be King Bessie against the field. This 
group of youngsters, quite often made up of four blue rib- 
bon winners, has been undefeated throughout the season 
thus far. The various exhibitors of offspring of Tritomia 
Pietertje Ormsby will doubtless make a real effort to down 
them, while the young get by Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby 
Lad, last year’s All-American line-up by Dutchland Cream- 
elle Denver Lad and the Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld 
get from Elmwood will not be entirely overlooked. 

An added feature of this year’s show will be the pre- 
futurity class for bull and heifer calves, competing for 
substantial extra prizes. The 4-H Calf Club show also will 
be stronger than ever, according to advance information, 
with entries running from 250 to 275 head as a total for 
all breeds—a little larger than last year’s great display. 

With such a line-up as this, we can assure every Hol- 
stein enthusiast who may find it possible to attend the 
show that he will not go home disappointed. The show 
itself in its magnificant quarters in St. Louis, provides a 
wonderful exposition of the scope and magnitude of the 
great dairy industry.

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History of the National * 


(From Holstein-Friesian History ) 


ration of an annual National Dairy Show. Mr. W. B. 

Barney was a prime mover for this project, as was 
Charles L. Hill, of Wisconsin, Guernsey breeder and pres- 
ent President of the Dairy Show. Both gentlemen still 
boast the honor of attending every National Dairy Show 
since its inception. After much preliminary work, the 
first National was held at Chicago, February 15 to 24, 1906. 
Six Holstein herds were entered at this first National, but 
only three were present—W. B. Barney & Co., of Iowa; 
George Rice of Ontario, and A. L. Williams of Wisconsin. 
Barney’s famous winner, Jewel of Home Farm, who won 
his first grand championship as a two-year-old at the 
Trans-Mississippi Exposition in Omaha in 1898, was the 
outstanding grand champion here, with the female grand 
championship going to Canada, Rice’s entry, Dairy Texal 
2d, being the winner. There were no calf classes nor 
junior champions at this first show, although they were 
added the next year. 

The 1907 National brought out rather larger numbers, 
but hardly up to expectations. W. B. Barney & Co. of 
Iowa, were'on hand again, and were Premier Breeder and 
Premier Exhibitor. Other exhibitors were: F. P. Know- 
les of Massachusetts, Dewey C. Pierson of Michigan, F. R. 
Hazard of New York, and a single entry from David Munro 
of Manitoba, Canada. C. F. Stone of Kansas arrived late 
with his cattle, due to a train wreck, and was not allowed 
ts compete. Clarence F. Hunt tied the ribbons. Jewel 
of Home Farm was beaten by the Knowles entry, Paul 
Soldene De Kol, a grandson of that earlier noted champion, 
Sir Netherland Soldene Clothilde. Barney retaliated by 
beating him for senior championship with his two-year- 
old, Captain Wayne, but lost grand championship honors 
to the lone entry of David Munro, Johanna Bonheur Sir 
Fayne, a junior bull calf out of Johanna Bonheur, famous 
daughter of Sarcastic Lad. This is the only time in the 
history of the National that a bull under three years of age 
has won the grand championship. Parthenea Hengerveld, 
Barney’s great cow, was grand champion female, Hazard 
taking the junior female championship on Ina Mercedes 
Pietertje, a senior heifer calf. 

At the third National in December, 1908, the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America maintained an extension 
booth which attracted much attention. Colantha 4th’s 
Johanna, the champion producer of the world, was on dis- 
play, her milk being sold at fifteen cents a glass and being 
in great demand as a novelty feature. The Holstein show 
again was not as large as some of the state fairs, partly 
on account of quarantine restrictions in some sections 
against foot-and-mouth disease. Full strings were ex- 
hibited by John B. Irwin of Minnesota and Derrer Bros. of 
Ohio, while single entries were on hand from three other 
breeders. Irwin took the purple for bulls with his famous 
winner, Kaan Jewel of Woodlake, and Derrer Bros. the 
female championship with Dulcina 2d’s Clothilde, her 
yearling daughter, Rosa Bonheur Dulcina, being junior 
champion female. The R. B. Young entry, Buffalo Canary 
Paul, a senior calf, was junior championship male. The 
awards were made by F. H. Scribner, a well known Wis- 
consin Jersey breeder. 

In 1909, the National was held at Milwaukee, Wis., in 
October. Eleven exhibitors were in competition from six 
states. W. B. Barney & Co., returning after an absence 
of a year, took home both grand championships, their new 
bull, Dijkstra Beauty Lad, heading the male section and 
the 1907 champion, Parthenea Hengerveld, leading the fe- 
males. R. B. Young, of Iowa, and W. C. Schroeder of Wis- 
consin, had th€ junior -champions. Schroeder showed 
four daughters of Sir Johanna De Kol to first place for 
Get of Sire. Nine different exhibitors broke into the blue 
ribbon column. R. E. Haeger, of Illinois, made his first 
National showing here, winning two blues, and showing a 
every National thereafter until 1919. He has won a total 
of nine National grand championships, a showing no other 
Holstein exhibitor has ever duplicated. W. J. Gillett offi- 
ciated as judge. This 1909 show marked the turning point 
in the National and established it in the minds of the 
breeders a8 a permanent institution. From this year on, 
the honor of a National winning was regarded as the fit-

ting climax of a successful show season. In 1910, W. §. 
Moscrip, of Minnesota, swept the boards, taking grand 
championship with his famous Sir Beets Cornucopia Neth- 
erland, and cleaning up all of the female classes from three 
years down, together with all of the groups except Get of 
Sire and Produce of Dam. A. L. Williams, of Wisconsin, 
put his cow, Jewel Duchess, in the Hall of Fame with the 
female grand championship. She had been a strong con- 
tender at several earlier Nationals. Other successful ex- 
hibitors were: R. E. Haeger, of Illinois; Frank White & 
Son, of Iowa; Henry Ives Cobb, of New York; F. M. Ames 
& Son, of Wisconsin, and others. Windsor Farm won the 
Get of Sire on the Get of Paul De Kol Aaggie Wayne. 

At the 1911 show in Chicago, the Holstein entry list 
numbered 285 head, with twelve exhibitors from seven 
states actually on hand. R. C. Reed, of Michigan, was the 
judge. Six exhibitors won one or more first prizes, both 
grand championships going to Irwin on King Homestead 
De Kol and Fay Jewel Beauty, A. L. Williams winning the 
Get of Sire on Johanna Clothilde 3d’s Clyde. 

The year 1912 marked the first eastern invasion of 
Pacific Coast breeders. Hazelwood Holstein Farm of 
Spokane, and Ferry, Washington, came on with a wonder- 
ful string which accounted for thirteen out of a possible 
eighteen first places. These included the grand champion- 
ship for females with their sensational two-year-old, Bon- 
nie Ormsby Lass, a daughter of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mer- 
cedes, and first Get of Sire on the Get of Hazelwood 
Ormsby Posch. R. E. Haeger had three firsts to his 
credit, this being the first of three consecutive grand 
championships for his Paul Calamo Korndyke. Other ex- 
hibitors from Iowa, Wisconsin, Illinois, Ohio and Penn- 
sylvania added to the national character of the show. 
Frank White & Son and R. B. Young, of Iowa, were others 
winning first prizes. 

In 1913, R. E. Haeger took thirteen out of a possible 
twenty blue ribbons, in addition to both grand champion- 
ships, Paul Calamo Korndyke taking his second National 
purple and the four-year-old, Crescent Beauty Butter Maid, 
topping the female section. The show was made up of 
eleven exhibitors from six states. E. C. Schroeder, Min- 
nesota, made his initial bid for show ring honors at the 
National here, taking three firsts including Get of Sire for 
Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes, and junior female cham- 
pionship on one of his daughters. George M. Carpenter, 
of Pennsylvania, Frank White & Son, now of Illinois, and 
Iowana Farms were other breeders winning first prizes. 
Ward W. Stevens made the awards. 

The 1914 National is distinguished for a number of rea- 
sons. First may be mentioned the disastrous outbreak of 
foot-and-mouth disease among the show animals, causing 
great expense to the exhibitors and marking one of the 
few instances where the rule for immediate slaughter was 
not put into effect. By special arrangement, the show 
cattle were allowed to be kept under the strictest quaran- 
tine. That the animals fully recovered is evident from the 
fact that at least six National Holstein championships 
were later won by animals passing through this epidemic. 
This show marked the third and final championship for 
the veteran Paul Calamo Korndyke (not duplicated by any 
other bull until 1928), and also the starting of a string 
of championships for Minerva Beets that she continued 
up to and including the show of 1919—a record unap- 
proached by any other cow. It was also the initial appear- 
ance here of W. S. Moscrip, of Minnesota, as judge, a posi- 
tion he filled with distinction at each succeeding show un- 
til 1927. About 150 head were shown by twelve exhibitors 
from five states. R. E. Haeger again took both grand 
championships as indicated above, but E. C. Schroeder led 
in number of firsts with eight, including the Get of Sire 
class for Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes for the second 
successive year. 

In 1915, no Dairy Show was held on account of the con- 
tinuance of the foot-and-mouth disease danger, and when 
it was resumed in 1916 it was deemed advisable to get 
away from the Chicago stock yards. Accordingly, the show 
was held at Springfield, Mass., in buildings constructed 
especially for the purpose. They have since been used 
as the home of the Eastern States Exposition, which grew 
out of the visit of the National and which since 1917 has 
been filling an increasingly large place in the scheme of 
eastern agricultural development. 
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This 1916 National was a great success, with a very 
large attendance and a splendid dairy cattle show. The 
Holstein section was disappointing to the adherents of 
this breed as it was a poor fourth in point of numbers 
with only 161 head as compared to 333 Jerseys, 232 Guern- 
seys and 186 Ayrshires. The quality of the tops was all 
that could be desired, but many of the class were quite 
common after the first few places. R. E. Haeger, of Illi- 
nois; Mt. Hermon School and F. P. Knowles, of Massa- 
chusetts; Galloway-Messer Farm and lIowana Farms, of 
Iowa; The Balsams Stock Farm and J. W. Prentiss & Son, 
of New Hampshire; and Gardiner Hall, Jr. & Co, of Con- 
necticut; were the largest exhibitors, with seven other 
smaller exhibits. Haeger was the big winner, taking 
twelve firsts and grand champion female, the latter on 
Minerva Beets. Paula of Chagrin Falls 3d (Woodcrest 
Farm) was a close runner-up. Mt. Hermon School won 
the Premier Breeder banner. Oak De Kol Ollie Homestead 
(lowana Farms) dethroned Paul Calamo Korndyke for 
grand championship in the male section, while Galloway- 
Messer Farms took six firsts including both the Get of Sire 
and Produce of Dam, the former on the Get of King Segis 
Pontiac Combination. At this show the State Herd contest 
was inaugurated, comprising twelve head from one state, 
without restrictions on number of head from any exhibitor. 
Iowa won the award, with Illinois (Haeger alone) second. 


In 1917 and 1918, the National was held at Columbus, 
Ohio, the success of the second year there being greatly 
marred by the influenza epidemic that was sweeping the 
country, as well as war conditions generally. Haeger was 
the outstanding winner, both years, Minerva Beets contin- 
uing her series of grand championships in the female sec- 
tion. Oak De Kol Ollie Homestead (Iowana Farms) was 
grand champion male in 1917 as in the previous year, and 
his winning Get of Sire group, composed of four mature 
bulls, is still regarded as one of the most sensational ever 
shown in this class. It was the first instance at the 
National of a grand champion also siring the winning Get, 
and has since been duplicated only by his maternal 
brother, Iowana Sir Ollie, in 1919. Carnation Farms, of 
Washington, made a successful exhibit, the second time a 
Coast herd had come back East for the National. Johanna 
Bonheur Champion 2d (Chestnut & Sons, Kansas), was the 
grand champion in 1918, and Paul Calamo Korndyke 
(three times a champion himself), had the winning Get 
of Sire group for Haeger. 

In 1919 and 1920, the National returned to its old home 
at Chicago. This show in 1919 marked the first develop- 
ment of the idea of cooperative showing by a state asso- 
ciation. The Minnesota Holstein-Friesian Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation that year sponsored a showing of Minnesota Hol- 
steins from a number of different owners, and this idea has 
since developed into a common practice, extended down 
to county herds at state fairs, that has had much to do 


with the great increase in show ring participation since 
that date. 


Dickinson & Son, of Wisconsin, were the leading win- 
ners of 1919, closely pressed by R. E. Haeger, whose Min- 
erva Beets here closed her show ring career with her fifth 
National grand championship. Dickinson’s Iowana Sir 
Ollie, maternal brother of Oak De Kol Ollie Homestead, 
was grand champion male, sired the junior champion male 
and also the winning Get of Sire. Maxwell Farms, Iowana 
Farms, Iowa State Board of Control and Iowa State College 
represented Iowa, while Wisconsin had three small ex- 
hibitors in addition to Dickinson. The cooperative show- 
ing from Minnesota was made up of animals from about a 
dozen breeders of that state. Glenn Davis, of Missouri, 
showed a few head and Haley & Lee, A. E. Hulet and 


L. H. Lipsit, of Ontario, Canada, added an International 
flavor. 


In 1920, the cooperative showing idea caught on in earn- 
est and we find the 200 head at the National this year own- 
ed by 90 different exhibitors. The state herd contest was 
adopted as a permanent project, and five such herds com- 
peted here—Wisconsin, Minnesota, Kansas, Illinois and 
Indiana finishing in the order named, with additional rep- 
resentation by exhibits from Iowa, Michigan, California 
and Canada. Wisconsin rather monopolized the honors of 
this show, Baird Bros. taking the male grand champion- 
ship with Cedar Lawn Canary Paul; Aitken Bros. the fe- 
male purple on Doetje Nellie Concordia, and likewise the 
Get of Sire award with four splendid daughters of Ter- 
racelawn Hengerveld Segis. 


During this period from 1910 up until about 1920, the 
show ring was slowly advancing, but failed to keep pace 
with the growth of the breed in general on account of the 
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development of the record craze at this time. A large 
proportion of the more active breeders felt that the show 
ring was a waste of time and a hindrance to record mak- 
ing. Many breeders were disregarding type almost entire- 
ly in their breeding operations, so long as they could put 
together a high record combination on paper. The results 
were disastrous in many instances, and when the Cabana- 
Cole scandal broke in 1919, followed by the general depres- 
sion in all pure bred livestock pursuits commencing a 
couple of years later, there was a reaction against record 
making that found expression in a great increase of inter- 
est in showing. During the period of the depression from 
1921 to 1925, the show ring was the big factor in saving 
the Holstein breeding industry from utter demoralization. 

The Northwest was host to the Dairy Show in 1921 and 
1922 at Minnesota State Fair Grounds. The 1921 Holstein 
entry list totalled 340, with forty-one exhibitors from five 
states and Canada. Carnation Farms made their second 
invasion and were Premier Exhibitors, although the cham- 
pionships remained in the Middle West. Tritomia Piet- 
ertje Ormsby (Henderson & Erickson and Paul Stewart, 
of Iowa), flashy three-year-old son of Sir Pietertje Ormsby 
Mercedes, was grand champion male and Aitken Bros.’ 
cow, Hulda Segis Koroba, was grand champion female, 
these exhibitors also winning first in a sensational Get 
of Sire class with four daughters of Terracelawn Henger- 
veld Segis, including the grand champion cow. Wisconsin 
again won the State Herd contest. In 1922, the show num- 
bered 298 and did not quite measure up to the 1921 stand- 
ard of quality either. Minnesota won the State Herd con- 
test with a string headed by the grand champion bull, 
Dutchland Aaggie Tidy Prince 2d (John B. Irwin). Can- 
ada scored another female grand championship with the 
four-year-old Aaggie Sylvia (McGhee Bros.), while Piebe 
Laura Ollie Homestead King (son of the 1916-17 grand 
champion, Oak De Kol Ollie Homestead) sired the first 
prize Get for J. M. Hackney and Minnesota Holstein Co. 

In 1923, the Dairy Show came back to the East again, 
being held at Syracuse, New York, in a new coliseum 
constructed for it at the state fair grounds. It was a rec- 
ord-breaker with nearly 400 head from twelve states and 
Canada. Fifty-one different exhibitors won prize money. 
Carnation was back again from far distant Washington 
and again led in winnings, with Bell Farm, Minnesota Hol- 
stein Co., and Hargrove & Arnold and Corwin Farms fol- 
lowing close behind McKinley Pietertje Beets, a New York 
bull (Frank M. Campbell) was grand champion male. 
Tillamook Daisy Butter King De Kol (997 Ibs. fat) was 
grand champion cow for Carnation after winning the aged 
cow class. Bell Farm took the Get of Sire class with four 
“30-lb.” daughters of King Valdessa Pontiac. Ontario, 
runner-up in the State Herd class the year before, placed 
first in this interesting group. 

The 1924 National at Milwaukee, Wis., was down slight- 
ly in numbers from the record-breaker of the previous year, 
but it was even better in quality. Minnesota Holstein Co. 
and Hargrove & Arnold staged a merry battle for Premier 
Exhibitor, the former winning out by a scant margin of 
$2.50. The Premier Breeder award went to Hargrove & 
Arnold. Johanna Rag Apple Pabst (Joe. E. Piek) showing 
in three-year-old form, was a sensational male champion, 
and the equally sensational Madam Artis Wayne Denver 
(Jefferson County Asylum), also a three-year-old, topped 
the female section. Sir Inka May (Minnesota Holstein 
Co.), junior yearling son of the U. S. Champion butter 
producer, May Walker Ollie Homestead (1,218 Ibs. fat), 
was the junior champion male, while Johanna Wayne Rue 
2d (Jefferson County Asylum) was junior champion 
female. The Get of Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead King 
(Minnesota Holstein Co.) repeated their 1922 achievement 


in the Get of Sire section and Wisconsin again won the 
State Herd class. 


Indianapolis, Indiana, was host to the National in 1925. 
The Holstein show numbered 231 head with 48 exhibitors 
from 11 states and Canada. Minnesota Holstein Co. car- 
ried away the Premier Exhibitor and Premier Breeder ban- 
ners, with Pabst Farms, Hargrove & Arnold and Graham- 
holm Farm closely bunched, following. Johanna Rag 
Apple Pabst again led the male section and Canada scored 
another female grand championship when Haley & Lee’s 
Belle Calamity Wayne took the purple. Pabst American 
Beauty (Pabst) and Sir Star Laura Segis (Minnesota Hol- 
stein Co. and W. J. Elgie) were junior champions with 
the Minnesota firm placing first and second for Get of Sire 
or the offspring of Sir Inka Superior Segis (1920 junior 
champion) and Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead King. This

HIS is a crucial year in the history of the National 
I Dairy Exposition. The prospects are for somewhat 
less farm attendance on account of the distress 
which the drought has caused in many of the sections 
from which the Dairy Show would naturally draw large 
farmer support. Last year, the Dairy Show was a novelty 
in St. Louis and the local people turned out in large 
throngs. It yet remains to be demonstrated whether this 
local attendance will continue in satisfactory volume after 
the novelty has worn off. Advance indications are that 
St. Louis will continue to be squarely back of the show 
and St. Louis organizations have, in fact, set a goal of 
200,000 paid admissions from St. Louis people before the 
show ever opens. We have heard something of the 
“Spirit of St. Louis” before and we really believe that St. 
Louis is going to adopt the National Dairy Exposition as 
its own, even as Portland has done with the Pacific Inter- 
national and Toronto the Canadian National. 

Attendance, alone, however, without regard to its 
source or the nature of its interest in the show, necessary 
as it is from the standpoint of the financial success of the 
exposition, is hardly sufficient and every effort should be 
put forth to secure the largest possible attendance of in- 
terested dairymen and breeders. The general features of 
the Exposition will give every visitor a new conception of 
the magnitude of the dairy industry and no dairymen can 
visit the show without absorbing helpful new ideas in 
dairy development, feeding, breeding, management. 

To the Holstein public, we want to say that the Hol- 
stein show alone will well repay the trip to St. Louis. 
Some of the features of this show are outlined in the 
special article appearing in this issue. In such competi- 
tion as this, no exhibitor is going to run away with the 
show and get rich in prize money won. The Holstein in- 
dustry, therefore, owes a debt to every breeder who is 
making a contribution to this show in the exhibition of 
his cattle, and every breeder who possibly can do so 
should give them his support and backing by personal 
attendance. Reduced rates are in effect on all railroad 
lines. 

The Holstein judging starts on Thursday. October 16, 
running through Friday, with Axel Hansen officiating for 
the third consecutive year and with Professor J. B. Fitch 
as assistant. Holstein headquarters are to be at the 
Hotel Jefferson. and breeders attending are urged to 
make advanced reservations in order to be sure of proper 
accommodations.

Milk Regulations 


B. BARNEY, of the Extension Service, has recent- 

W ly prepared a summary of facts relating to milk 

* ordinances and regulations in the various states, 

which indicates that progress is being made along the 
line of uniformity of requirements. 

The report shows that 44 states have their own regula- 
tions and that five use the federal regulations in this re- 
gard. Forty-two states now have fat requirements of 
5.25% or less, compared to 39 states in 1926. One hag a 
3.3% requirement, two require 3.85%, and four require 
3.50%. No state requires 4% fat and the federal score 
card no longer requires 4% fat in order to have a “perfect” 
milk. 

Chicago and New York recently considered the advis- 
ability of requiring the high fat standard of 3.5% fat in 
whole milk but decided that 3.25% was a better require- 
ment. Doctors generally oppose a high fat requirement. 
especially for children and invalids, and some advocate 
2% fat in milk as more satisfactory for children. Com- 
mercial milk companies have discovered this same fact 
on their milk routes as they find that more butterfat (and 
consequently more milk) will be used by their patrons 
when the fat content more nearly approaches that >f 
mother’s milk which is comparable in fat content to that 
of the average cow. 


The Cover 


UR special Dairy Show cover this week depicts at 
O the main entrance to the wonderful home of the 
National Dairy Exposition at St. Louis. This is 
the finest show plant in the world. The arena is 475 feet 
long and 276 feet wide, measuring a quarter of a mile 
around its exterior. The distance from the floor to the 
highest point in the roof is 1385 feet (equivalent to 1314 
stories) and there is not a post in the entire interior 
structure to interfere with the view. The center span of 
165 feet employs the Lamella type of roof, a construction 
of foreign origin which does away with posts. The roof 
is supported by 20 cantelever steel trusses, each weighing 
18 tons. There are 14,900 permanent seats in the arena 
and the floor space has room for 7,000 additional movable 
seats, which, when not in use, are housed in the wing. 
There are two floors of exhibition space running around 
the entire building with entrances to each from the lower 
and upper stands and tiers of boxes. A magnificent elec- 
trical arrangement which with the cattle barns lighted. em- 
ploys 6,605,000 watts provides almost any indoor lighting 
effect desired and the current used is equivalent to that 
taken by a city of 20,000 population. Skylights extending 
around the roof permit natural light in the daytime. An 
additional feature includes a bandstand extended from the 
roof trusses and a public address system with sixteen 
loud speakers extending form the ceiling and operated by 
remote control. The cattle barns, incomplete at show 
time last year, have now been finished in every detail 
and provide accommodations for both cattle and attend- 
ants that represent the last word in comfort and con- 
venience. 

In the lower panel of the cover design appears the dis- 
play of the prize-winning aged cows at the 1929 National, 
one of the most sensational line-ups ever brought forward 
for our breed. The picture gives a little idea of the mag- 
nitude of the interior arrangement of the auditorium from 
the arena and also something of the ringside interest that 
prevailed. This year’s show is larger in numbers than 
that of 1929, and perhaps will be even more sensational 
in quality

REGARDING 4H CLUB JUDGING 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I was very much interested in your editorial in the 
September 20th issue entitled “Judging Junior Shows”. I 
am wondering in reading this editorial, if the needed im- 
provement of judges which you speak of, has not already 
been pretty well accomplished throughout our calf club 
rings. As you know, I have always taken a great interest 
in the club work and have been present at a great many 
ringsides to make the acquaintances of the boys and girls 
as well as to congratulate the winners and give a word of 
encouragement to those who do not win. 

I have also done what I could during the past several 
years to impress upon those in charge of club work the 
necessity of having judges who are acquainted with boys 
and girls and who know cattle at the same time. This is, 
I believe, a combination which is extremely necessary in 
handling boys and girls club rings. Certainly, a man must 
know his breed, but if he does not know young people at 
the same time, I do not believe that he is the best judge 
that can be selected. 

Judging club rings is quite different than judging open 
class rings. Every boy and girl comes into that ring with 
an idea that he or she has an unbeatable calf. They have 
practically lived with these heifers for some months and

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have formed an attachment for them, which is not gep. 
erally true with our adults. So, when you put a boy or 
girl down to tenth place, you not only put the calf down, 
but you put them down too. I have seen a great many 
tears shed by those young people who stood out of the 
money. And I believe the real successful judge is the one 
who can place them right and in addition be able to talk 
to every boy and girl down the line in order that they 
may know just how they came out. 

Let us consider some of the judges who have already 
placed calf club rings this year. I note that Axel Hansen 
placed them at Missouri; Joe Cort at Eastern States; 
Les Wilson, a former accredited Holstein judge, at Minne. 
sota; Otto Schaefer, another accredited judge, at New 
York; I believe Eves is scheduled to handle them at the 
National Dairy Show; a committee of men, including ac. 
credited judges, has been selected for some months at 
Waterloo; Professor Atkeson has judged them for the past 
two years at Portland; Professor Kildee placed them at 
Maryland this year and a committee consisting of Hum- 
phrey and myself at Wisconsin. 

The first prize junior calf at Wisconsin was first prize 
in the open and the first prize senior calf was ninth in 
the open, which was a much stronger class than the 
junior calf open class. 

I note from the “World” that the Bump boy placed high 
at New York and while the Minnesota calves did not have 
the outstanding tops of former years, they stood in their 
relative positions in the opens. I can recall other in- 
stances, such as the Junior Champion of last year at 
Wisconsin. 

I will admit that there have been some upsets in the 
calf club judging results when shown in the open classes, 
although I had not noticed many this year, and very few 
last. But, I attribute this partly to the fact that many of 
the club calves are shown in the open classes by profes- 
sional showmen, such as the fathers of the boys and girls, 
and herdsmen. And, of course, we know that showman- 
ship ofttimes is is the determining factor in the relative 
position of an animal. I can recall cases where boys lost 
in the club classes because of poor showmanship methods, 
but saw their calves win over those who had beaten them 
in the club classes, when shown by professionals. 

There is probably only on solution to the matter which 
you bring up in your editorial, and that would be to have 
the same judge place the club who places the open. In 
order to do this it would probably be necessary to show 
the club group just before the open class; admitting the 
top three or four juniors to the open classes and letting 
the rest go to the barn. 

I realize that this is a rather lengthy article on the 
subject, but I am very much interested in it and I believe 
that the condition of which you speak of as being very 
general, has been very much improved during the last two 
or three years.

DO YOU FAVOR THE UNIFORM RULES? 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

The entire space in the July News Letter was devoted 
to the “Uniform Herd Test Rules” as adopted by the 
American Dairy Science Association meeting at Ames, 
Iowa, June 25, 1930, and readers were requested to ex- 
press an opinion as to the desirability of their adoption 
as recommended. Only a few comments have been re- 
ceived to date. Does this mean your approval on the 
basis of “silence gives consent”, or does it mean lack of 
interest, or have you been too busy to find time to send us 
your views? Surely this is a matter of considerable im- 
portance to all concerned. If you have not taken time to 
study the “Uniform Rules” as given in the July News 
Letter, you should do so at once. 

The principal points of difference from our present 
rules are as follows: 

First—All cows must be included regardless of age or 
damaged udders. 

Second—Limiting to three milkings daily. Perhaps 
the best way to meet this rule, if adopted. would be to pro- 
vide that cows in test for Advanced Registry Classifica- 
tion A (milked four times daily) would be omitted from 
the herd average. 

Third—Retest requirements in the Uniform Rules are 
noticeably lower than our present requirements, and the 
retest is left to the discretion of the State Superintendent 
of Official Testing instead of being required automatically 
as at present. 
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Fourth—The method of computing herd averages is 
changed materially. Only cows that have been members 
of the herd for ten months or more during the herd test 
year and, first, which have been in milk ten months or 
more during the herd test year will be included in the 
herd average. This method does way entirely with frac- 
tional figures for the herd, as each animal included in the 
herd average counts as one cow for the year, and this is 
a very desirable feature. These proposed “Uniform 
Rules” will be presented to the Board of Directors for con- 
sideration at the meeting to be held at St. Louis, October 
15th, and your comments will be appreciated. Secretary 
Conklin of the Ayrshires Breeders’ Association, advises 
that they have already adopted the “Uniform Rules” and 
have incorporated the cancellation feature which was made 
a part of their rules earlier in the year. While the can- 
cellation feature is not included, we surely should add it 
if the Uniform Rules are adopted by our Association.

“A NEW ENGLAND PASTURE SCENE” 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

A picture showing a group of Massachusetts Agricul- 
tural College Holsteins on pasture appeared as the cover 
illustration for the September 13th issue of The World. 
It was entitled a New England Pasture Scene and to those 
who missed the steep hillsides and granite ledges, dotted 
with hardhack and barberry so often found above that 
title, perhaps a word of explanation is due. The picture 
was taken July 24th on Plot VIII of the Intensive Grass- 
land Management Demonstration which has been car- 
ried on as part of the College Farm under the direction of 
E. J. Montague for the past three years. 

The system, which is also known as the Hohenheim 
System, is based on four distinct principles, namely: 

1. Division of area into plots. 

2. Fertilization with concentrated fertilizers. 
3. Rotational Grazing of Cattle in groups. 
4. Combination of Grazing and Hayland. 

The area used consisted of 74%, acres of land which 
had formerly been a part of the regular College Farm 
rotation and now for three years has received a complete 
fertilizer in the spring plus additional summer applica- 
tions of nitrogen. This area is divided into six 814 acre 
plots and six 4% acre plots which are grazed in rotation by 
the College Herd. The herd itself is divided into three 
groups; high producers, low producers, dry cows and 
youngstock. The plot pictured above received a high analysis 
complete fertilizer at the rate of 200 lbs. per acre in April 
of this year and was one of four 8% acre plots allowed to 
produce a crop of hay early in the season, to be later used 
for additional pasture during July and August. It was mowed 
June 14th and yielded 26,038 pounds of hay or slightly 
better than 1% tons per acre. It was then topdressed 
with 150 pounds per acre of Calnitro (20% nitrogen) and 
the high producing group was turned into the plot on July 
24th, the day the above picture was taken and though 
scme idea of the height of the feed can be obtained from 
this picture it does not do justice to its quality. But the 
cows certainly did and incidentally were receiving only a 
ration of 1,000 pounds Hominy, 80 pounds Gr. Oats and 
200 pounds Gluten feed at the rate of 1 pounds of grain to 
5 pounds of milk. No roughage was fed in the barn. A 
summary of the two years’ work is presented in Bulletin 
262 “Intensive Grassland Management” Massachusetts 
Agricultural Experiment Station, and it is the hope of 
those connected with the experiment that some day the 
above picture may be termed “A Typical New England 
Pasture Scene”’.

NORTHWEST FARMER NOT BADLY 

OFF 

Cleveland, Sept. 29.—Denying that 
the farmer had lost his buying power 
and characterizing as “less than a 
half-truth” the too frequent assertion 
that the farmer’s dollar is worth less 
than the industrial dollar, Charles F. 
Collisson, agricultural editor of the 
Minneapolis Tribune told the National 
Bank Division at the American Bank- 
ers’ Association convention here to- 
day that the products of the right kind 
of diversified, livestock farming are 
above or in line with the general av- 
erage of retail prices of the commod- 
ities that farmers buy, even in 1930. 
Some, he said, have been far above 
the merchandise price index for \ ears. 

Mr. Collisson said it was true- that 
grain prices are depressed, and he con- 
ceded that the  single-crop farmer 
have low buying power. 





“Yet dairy products, source of our 
greatest farm income in the North- 
west, have been, and still are, above 


the commodity price index in exchange 
or trading value,” he declared. “Tie 
same is true of cattle and calves, wool 
and lambs, poultry and ‘hen fruit’, cf 
all livestock products except horses 
and hogs. Some of them have been so 
high that ordinary folks could not af- 
ford to buy them. Now they have 
come down to about the level of mer- 
chandise prices.” 

Mr. Collisson supplied a detailed list 
of statistics showing the great prog- 
ress of Northwest farming in eight 
years—1921-1929. He stated that farm 
income in the four states—Minnesota, 
the Dakotas and Montana—had in- 
creased by 71% or $661.166,000 in this 
period.

The state supervisors’ contest is de- 
cided by the number of associations, 
percentage of cows on test, percentage 
of proved bulls per number of herds, 
number of dam and daughter compari- 
sons and average butterfat production 
of cows.

NEWS LETTER FOR AUGUST 


Cancelling Certificates 
The July News Letter gave the pro- 
posed nniform rules for the Herd Test 
as approved by the American Dairy 
Science Association and recommended 
by them to the several breed associa- 


tions for adoption. These proposed 
rules do net include one of our most 
important rules—the rule allowing 


the owner to cancel the certificate of 
any poor producing cow and thus have 
her omitted from the herd average. 
This rule we believe to be one of the 
best features of our present plan, and 
it should by all means be continued. 
Up to date, 1,427 C *rtificates of Regis- 
try have been canc ‘lled in connection 
with the Herd Improvement Test and 
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this should have a very far reaching 
effect on average productions in the 
future if continued year after year. 

We are advised that the Ayrshire 
Breeders’ Association has already 
adopted the uniform rules, and they 
have incorporated the cancellation fea- 
ture which was made a part of their 
regular rules some months ago. Sure- 
ly, we should retain the cancellation 
clause in our rules as one of the most 
effective means of herd improvement.

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HOLSTEINS AT KANSAS STATE 
FAIR

The State Fair at Hutchinson, Kan- 
sas was well supported by Kansas ex- 
hibtors who furnished good competi- 
tion for the outside herds. Maytag 
was the heavy winner of the show, 
taking both grand championsnip 
ribbons, leaving the junior champion 
bull for Chapman Dairy, and the Jun- 
ior champion temale for another lowa 
herd, Paul Stewart from Maynard. 

Professor Karl Weaver aid a very 
consistent job of judging, making tew 
changes from the way the same ani- 
mals placed under Gillette at ‘!opeka, 
the week previous. Most of these 
changes were only slight deviations, 
and for the most part the animals 
lined up surprisingly alike within the 
classes to the previous week’s show- 
ing. 

In the mature bull class, Butter Boy 
Prince Ormsby was quite an easy top 
and in the 2-year-old class, Nicholas 
Pietertje Ormsby Y¥th showed a bit 
more quality than the Chapman bull. 
This bull was later carried through 
to the purple defeating the older lowa 
bull. Frofessor Weaver liked the 
shoulders on the two-year-old better 
and apparently his extreme quality 
throughout attracted him, The young- 
er bull classes were pretty much a 
repetition of the previous week ex- 
cepting that in the bull calf class 
Strong’s son of Pevely Inka Matador 
was brought up to second place. This 
calf is making marked improvement 
each week he is on the circuit and the 
judge considered him a close second 
to the Maytag calf. 

The cow class was again the out- 
standing class of the show. M. B. 
Ormsby Wayne was a trifle lame in 
the ring, and Professor Weaver con- 
sidered placing her below the Fayette 
County cow that was grand at Minne- 
sota, but her size and scale with her 
excellent veining and symmetrical 
udder showing better in the _ fore- 
quarters than the Fayette County cow 
was enough to carry her through 
to senior and grand champion 
honors. 

The two-year-old class brought out 
a sweet heifer owned by a calf club 
boy in Kansas. She and the heifer 
that stood next to her, both Kansas 
animals, were the only two that really 
had symmetrical udders, though the 
third prize heifer, Ormsby Mercedes 
De Kol Perfection showed a good 
udder much superior to anything be- 
low her. The Meierkord heifer in 
second place had just freshened and 
showed at somewhat of a disadvant- 
age, though she was not as refined as 
the top heifer. The top heifer lacked 
somewhat in middle and was slightly 
undersized, but a dairy heifer all 
through. 


Stewart’s Miss Tritomia Mary Lou 
came through in the yearling class, the 
judge criticising her for being too fat 
but straighter throughout than any- 
thing else in the class. The Chapman 
heifer L-JaiCee Marigold Ormsby 
standing in second place is a beauti- 
ful thing to look at, and these two 
heifers were outstanding in a good 
class.

ning three firsts at the National in this class. Ontario. 
last award is the nearest any sire has ever come to win- 
fcr the second time in three years, topped the state herds. 

The twentieth National, at Detroit. Mich., was very 
light in attendance, although the Holstein interest was 
well maintained. The show was very high in quality, but 
down in numbers, with 178 head shown by forty-six ex- 
hibitors from nine states and Canada. Sir Fobes Ormsbv 
Hengerveld, here in three-year-old form, started his period 


of domination of the male classes, unbroken uv to the 
time of this writing. He was shown here by a_ Wis- 
consin syndicate, Halbach-Baird-Swartz-Garvens. He was 


that fall sold at auction for $7,100 to R V. Rasmussen, 
Elmwood Farms, Deerfield, Ill.. and has since carried the 
Elmwood colors to the ton at the Nationals of 1927-1928- 
1929, an unequalled record. Hollyhock Piebe Fobes (Gus- 
tave Pabst), after winning the four-year-old class, took the 
female grand championship. Tritomia Pietertie Ormsby. 
1921 grand champion, produced the first prize Get of Sire 
for Paul P. Stewart, of Iowa. Wisconsin had the first nrize 
State Herd again, while Carnation Farms were Premier 
Exhibitor and Hargrove & Arnold Farms Premier Breeder. 


In 1927 and 1928, the National invaded the South, being 
held at Memphis, Tenn., in connection with the Tri-State 
Fair. In spite of the long distance from the center of 
Holstein population, 172 head were shown by 27 exhibitors 
frem 10 states at the 1927 show. Sir Fobes Ormsby Hen- 
gerveld, in four-year-old form, won his second grand cham- 
pionship, now owned by Elmwood Farms, of Illinois. H. 
O. Larsen’s four-year-old, Long Hollow Mercedes Butter 
Boy, handily topped the female section. DeCreamCo Cala- 
mity Posch, Detroit Creamery Company’s junior yearling 
bull, was a sensational junior champion, while Inka Wayne 
Creamelle from the Jefferson County Asylum, added an- 
other to the impressive list of championships for her sire, 
Dutchland Creamelle Denver Prince. Forum Patriarch 
(H. O. Larsen) took the coveted Get of Sire honor, while 
Wisconsin continued her great record in the State Herd 
class by winning here again. Carnation Farms were 
Premier Exhibitors, H. O. Larsen Premier Breeder. Ward 


W. Stevens, of New York, judged the classes. as in 1913, 
all the intervening shows having been placed by W. S. 
Moscrip. The 1928 show was judged by Axel Hansen, of 
Minnesota, with 210 head from 23 exhibitors in 14 states. 
It was considered the best show of Holsteins in the United 
States up to this time. Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld 
(Elmwood) tied Paul Calamo Korndyke for grand cham- 
pion honors, running his total up to three. Carolyn Neth- 
erland Lady (J. D. McDonald) was grand champion female. 
King Bessie Ormsby Pietertie, Elmwood’s junior sire, a 
senior yearling, was a sensational junior champion. Tri- 
tomia Pietertie Ormsby, the 1921 champion, scored again 
in the Get of Sire class for Paul P. Stewart, and Carna- 
tion Milk Farms won both the Premier Breeder and 
Premier Exhibitor awards. 

In 1929, the National Dairy Exposition went into its own 
permanent home in St. Louis. The show was a record 
breaker for attendance and interest, and the Holstein ex- 
hibit was generally conceded to be the greatest show of 
this breed ever held in North America. There were nearly 
four hundred head of this breed on the grounds, including 
the Calf Club animals, and 275 were shown in the ring. 
Thirty-three exhibitors from thirteen states broke into the 
prize list, eleven different breeders winning first prizes. 
Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld went out in front with his 
fourth National grand championship, an unequalled per- 
formance, while the outstanding Jefferson County Asylum 
cow, Johanna Pietertje Artis Creamelle, led the female 
section. Carnation Inka Matador (Congressman James G. 
Strong), a son of the 1924 junior champion, Sir Inka May, 
was junior champion here, the female junior leader being 
Oakwood Piebe Allie 2d (Fredmar Farms), a senior yearl- 
ing heifer. Carnation Milk Farms won the Premier 
Breeder award and Elmwood Farms the banner for 
Premier Exhibitor. Get of Sire honors went to Dutchland 
Creamelle Denver Prince (Jefferson County Asylum), and 
Wisconsin again won the State Herd prize.

HOLSTEIN HERD TEST IN 32 
STATES 

A total of 269 herds in 32 states 
are now on test under the rules of 
the Herd Test of The Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association of America with a 
total of 7,105 cows. They include 
Wisconsin with 66 herds and 1,191 
cows; Michigan with 48 herds and 
1,886 cows; New York with 25 herds 
and 655 cows; Ohio with 24 herds and 
635 cows; New Jersey with 10 herds 
and 266 cows; Pennsylvania with 
9 herds; Illinois, Maryland, and Utah, 
with 7 each; Idaho and Massachusetts 
with 6 each; Kansas and Rhode 
Island with 5 each, and 19 other states 
with from 1 to 4 herds each. 

The most valuable feature, cancella- 
tion of certificates of Holsteins with 
unsatisfactory production to make 
them grades, continues to improve the 
herds on test. To date, a total of 
1,427 such certificates have been can- 
celled in connection with the Herd 
Improvement Test and it is believed 
that as this is continued year after 
year the average production of the 
breed will be _ steadily brought to 
higher levels. 

FOREIGN DEMAND CONTINUES 

Shipments of bulls to Japan and to 
Ecuador, S. A., mark the continued 
desire of foreign buyers for American 
bred Holsteins. The last two ship- 
ments are from Carnation Milk Farms 
of Seattle, one being from a 1,000- 
pound fat cow and other from an 800- 
pound fat cow.

Probably the greatest milk and but 
terfat record produced in the State of 
Virginia by any heifer of her age has 
just been completed by a V. P. T. 
Holstein, daughter of the present 
senior herd sire at the college The 
Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America has informed the college that 
the cow, V. P. I. Bess Burke Ormshv 
Dione Cream, has completed her offi 
cial 365-day test and produced 
22.105.9 pounds of milk containing 
807.1 pounds of fat, which is equiva- 
lent to over 1,000 pounds of butter in 
one year. She began her test at the 
age of 2 years. 7 months and 22 davs. 
this of course being her first lacta- 
tion period. Cream is the first two- 
year-old in the state that has vroduc- 
ed over 1,000 pounds of butter in one 
year.. 

Among state record for Holsteins. 
Cream has displaced in this class an- 
other V. P. TI. cow, V. P. TI. Ormsbv 
Viney Veeman. whose record was 21.- 
466 pounds of milk and 731.13 pounds 
of butterfat. 

The mother of Cream is V. P. T. 
Ormsby Dione, who is the state ree- 
ord cow in the senior three-year class. 
hence the records in these two age 
classes are now held by mother and 
daughter. 

The V. P. I. dairy herd has produc- 
ed eight cows with records over 1,009 
pounds of butter vearlv. Seven of 
these records have been made in the 
last seven years.
